al fight, which has been waged since 
June 11, the day the people of Ok- 
lahoma voted to permanently locate 
their state building in Oklahoma City; 
Is now being conceded by state offi- 
cials. 
Tuesday 
will see the legal 


battle renewed in the district court 
At Guthrie, before Judge Huston. At- 
torney General West, for the state, 
will file'7 demurrer to the recent in- 
junction granted the Guthrie people 
against the removal of state records 
to Oklahoma 
City. Should this be 


overruled, then a writ of prohibition 
will be asked to prevent further ac- 
tion by the state courts in the state 
supreme court. 


"^ State, county and city officials gath- 


ered at the Lce-<Huckins hotel Sun- 
day, and the capital question was of 
prime importance, even

Senator Gore has ^een fighting de- 


terminedly to get legislation which 
he alleges would keep from J. Frank 
WcMurray, a lawyer of McAlester, 
Okla, and his associates fees of $3,- 
000,000 or over for effecting sales of 
coal and oil lands of the Choctaws 
and Chickasaws. Gore alleged that 
he and a member of the house had 
been tendered bribes to drop the leg- 
islation which he was pushing. 


The provision agreed to today and 


adopted by both notices shuts out ali 
such contracts 
as those alleged to 


be held by MoVr-ray unless they are 
approved by congress. The bill which 
the McMurray interests favored re- 
quired that the contracts need only 
have the approval of the 
president 


and secretary of the interior. The 
provision adopted today also reauires 
that all contracts 
relating 
to 
the 


money or property of these bribes. 
This was a step further than Senator 
Gore had asked congress to go as he 
was satisfied to have the approval of 
congress required for the McMurray 
contacts. 


The senate, shortly after it met at 


10 o'clock this morning, passed a res- 
olution 
which 
was 
introduced 
by 


Senator Gore three days ago, and re- 
ferred to the committee to audit and 
control contingent expenses of the 
senate. 


The resolution authorizes and li- 


rects the committee on Indian affairs 
of the senate, through sub-committeel 
or otherwise, to investi2ate| and re- 
port at the next 
session, j whether 


there is any need for employment of 
private counsel or agents in connec- 
tion with the sale of the segregated 
coal and asphalt lands belonging to 
the Chickasaw and 'Choctaw Indians; 
and if the employment of such coun- 
sel is necessary, whether a fee of 10 
per cent on the proceeds is reason- 
ible or unreasonable.

A 
few months ago Mrs. Adams sued for 
divorce, and this further strained the 
re)ations between the two men. Mrs. 
Adams alleged habitual drunkenness, 
cruelty and non-support. 'She secured 
a decree of divorce and custody of 
the only child, a daughter ten years 
old. 
Adams secured a decree 
from 


the court allowing him to visit the 
child at stated intervals. 


This morning Adams appeared at 


the police station and stated that he 
was going out to see his daughter, 
who is staying with her aunt, Mrs. 
Reily, her mother being in Chicago. 
Adams asked to be searched for a 
gun. He had none on him at the time, 
HP was warned by the oplice to keep 
out of trouble, but called his daugh- 
ter by telephone and told her he was 
coming out to see hpr.
